SAN FRANCIBCO, May 18.—The collec- 


tor of internal revenue has received in- 
formation tlnit four distilleries within 
n radius of six miles of Fresno have 
been violati'JK the revenue lnwa for 
years. The distilleries have heen pro- 
ducing brandy under the direction and 
apparent ownership of persons who are 
in fact not, proprietors, but employes. 
But the bonds piven for these employes 
were furnished by the real owners. The 
law requires that these bonds shall he 
givun by persons who have no interest 
in distilleries in order that the govern- 
ment shall be protected in ease of a vio- 
lation of the etatutes. The four distil- 
leries hate a cuuj:o\ty of from 400 to SOI) 
gallons daily ami are liable to confisca- 
tion by the government. Their owners 
are liable to pay lines aggregating from 
$50,000 to $00,000. Thu object of the 
owners in transferring the distilleries to 
their employes and in giving bonds for 
them was to throw all blame for crook- 
edness upon the employes' shoulders 
and to evade the law providing that 
bonds for distilleries shall he given by 
disinterested parties. It is stated that 
the government oHicinls have decided to 
allow n compromise and that the prop- 
erty will not be confiRcr.ted.

Vaccine Virus Short. 


GmcACio, May IS.—A shortage of vac-

peace hovered over the senate today. 
AH a result of the compromise reached 
at last night's drawn battle, the rcEOlu- 
lion to inaugurate longer hours, begin- 
ning next Monday, commencing at 10 
a.m., was agreed to and the senate for 
tin- lirst time fiince the tariff debate 
be"iin settled down to real earnest work 
on the schedules of the tariff. For live 
hours consideration was steadily pushed, 
the result being that eleven pages of 
the bill were disposed of, more progress 
than has been made in the entire three 
weeks, during which the bill has been 
considered by paragraph. Tho Itepub- 
licana won their first victory to secure 
higher rates than those granted by the 
majority. They induced the Democrats

Before 
the boat arrived live men dropped from 
their perches in the cress trees and 
sank. Two men jumped into the life- 
boat and were saved. A woman was 
lashed to the rigging and died before 
help reached her. 


MH.WAUKIR, Win,, May 18.—Hanging 


to the rigging of tho schooner M, J. 
Cummings, just south of the Milwaukie 
lighthouse, to night are the bodies of a 
woman and man, the former steward- 
ess and the latter a sailor. Four others, 
including 
the 
captain, 
have been 


drowned, and one Robert Patterson, a 
sailor, is saved. It was the fiercest 
Btorm that has swept the west shore of 
Lake Michigan since the crib disaster 
two years ago, when fourteen lives were 
lost. The Cummings and C. C. Barnes 
tried to enter tho harlmr early in tiie 
day, and failed to make the piers, and 
were aoon drifting toward the beach on 
Jones island. An unsuccessful effort 
was madQ by the life saving crew to 
rescue the crew of the Cnmmings, but 
they were nearly drowned in the at- 
tempt, tho lifeboat being overturned,

The matter bad been set for hearing on

closing ordinance.

After 
quoting legal authorities, Mr. Tuppci 
said the Sunday closing men were play 
ing with thu elephant: trying to null 
luura out of his tail without giving iiiii 
enough cyanide of potassium to kil 
him.

"Thank (_iod," said he, "there is IK 
Sunday law, no sumptuary law in Call 
fornid. A man in this state is free it 
the pursuit of happiness, so long as IK 
inflicts no injury on another.

Just for 
tho curiosity of your editorship allow n 
daily reader of four pages to say a few 
words likewise—simply to bo m the 
swim. There seems to be a chaotic 
maze in tho minds of Homo men that 
wantonly links anarchy, socialism and 
1'opuliam together. In the middle of 
this chaos stands the groat and logical 
editor of the Expositor—the Groat Mo- 
gul of tho Mists of Memory. Still there 
are men in our Haisin City who are ca- 
pable of evolution, and although most of 
tho groat maga/.ines declare that anar- 
chy is "that slate of BucK-ty when there 
is no law or supreme power," via such 
men arc disposed to look at a thir.g as it 
really is. 


Anarchy, in (be Creek, literally ineiujg 


"no form of government."

bugbear of perspicuity. Anarchy is a 
political system whose doctrines are 
based upon a state of society when tho 
HOIIBO of right-doing is so great that 
there will bo no necessity for any par- 
ticular form of government; when a 
spontaneous desire to do rightf would 
take, the place of government. This is 
true anarchy. It does not moan politi- 
cal confusion. It simply means heaven, 
and therefore tho system is impossible. 
Tho doctrine is all right; it is the delin- 
ition that confusos, and aa long as we 
have such specimens as tho editor of 
the Expositor in the human family 
there never will be true anarchy. 


Socialism is as old as the bills. When- 


over men band together for mutual pro- 
tection it is socialism. If the editor of 
the Expositor could get every man in 
Fresno to worship the dead Dodo of 
Madagascar it would be n kind of a "so- 
cial worship," and would represent a 
certain species of socialism or compan- 
ionship. Socialism proper is as broad 
as humanity, and embraces the brother- 
hood of man.

Fifty years ago one-third of the popu- 


lation of England were artisans. Now 
hrcu-fourths of the population are arti- 
sans, and yet the money wage of tbe 
irLisansof Kughuul is 50 per cent high- 
er than it was half a century ago, and 
the purchasing power of each several 
lenomiuations of money is, except in 
lie matter of rents, vastly higher than 
it was then. 


During the past fifty years the estates 


administered on in Great Britain have 
increased in number twice as fast as the 
population; and while, in lifty years, 
British ciipitnl has increased 150 per 
cent, the average wealth of each cap- 
italist subject lo an income tax has only 
increased 15 per cent. \Vhile 77.5 per 
cent of tbe estates administered upon 
in England are appraised for leaa than 
$5000 the verv rich are more numerous 
than ever before, bnt are individually 
very little richer than they were fifty 
years ago. The division ot wealth is 
getting more ami more nearly equal year 
by year. 


The condition of the people morally, 


as well us financially, is vastly better in 
Great Itritain than it was fifty years 
ago. In those days one British subject 
in every 300 was a convict, and had to 
be transported to Botany bay or some- 
where. "Now only one in 4100 of the 
subject sot Queen Victoria is a convict, 
and nonu of them is transported any- 
where. 


One hundred years ago the British 


government collected from thu British 
people one-third of all their earnings and 
expended those sums f9r governmental 
purposes. .Now tbe British government 
collects but one-twelfth of the earnings 
of the people.
